The Caſe of the Lady RHODA FAIRFAX , late Wife of 
FERDINANDO Lord FAIR FAX Deceaſed, and of the 
Lady ELIZ ABETH HOUSSET, late Wife of Sir EDV. 
HUSSET Deceaſed, on the behalfe of themſelves and their 
Children, upon the ſaid Sir EDW.HUSSEYS Compoſition 
at Goldſmiths Hall: Appointed by Order of Parliament to be 
heard this 18th day of June. 1650. 


H E. ſaid Sit Eaward Huſſeys Fine was ſet at 87 501. at a third, although he never was 

in Armes, nor in a Capacity (by re:ſon of his great age and infirmities) to act, or ad- 

viſe againſt the Parliament, and rendred himſelfe and ſubmitred to the Parliament 
before the firſt of December, 1645. 

That about the tenth of December, 1647. he payed in 4500 l. part of the ſaid Fine, and 
hoped to have had an Abatement when his Caſe ſhould be preſented. 

That before he received one penny Rent, or other profits of his Eſtate, he dyed the 22* of 
March, 1647. | 

That his Compoſition was not Reported to the Honourable Houſe of Commons, untill 
the next Morning aſter his Death, being before [ntormation could be given to them thereof. 
That immediately afterwards when his Caſe came to be Reporred in the Houle of Peers, 
it pleaſed their Lordſhips to give Order for remitting the whole remainder of the ſaid Fine, 
and paſſed an Ordinance for that purpoſe, with direct ion to be ſent tothe Houſe of Com- 
mons ſor their Concurrence 3 but the Houſe of Peeres was diſſolved betore any preſentment 
of that Ordinance to the Houſe of Commons. | 

That by Sir Z&w: Haſſeys death, his whole Eſtate is diſſevered, and the greateft part thereof 
come to his Grandchilde Sir 756: Huſſey an Infant, Son to the ſaid Lady Fairfax by her for- 
mer husband M. Tho: Haſſey (who dyed a Member of this Honourable Houſe) other part 
thereof to the ſzid Lady Fairfeax,ſome part to the ſaid Lady Huſſey for her Joynture, and the 
reſt to younger Sonnes, and all ſetled by conveyances before theſe troubles, and not ſubject to 
further Sequeſtrat ion. 

That beſides the 4500 l. paid in at Goldſmiths Hall, the ſaid Sir Eaw - paid in 450 l. for 
his z och part at Haberdaſhers Hall. 

That he loſt in Goods and Chattels and perſonall Eſtate to the value of 8000 |. 

That he was compelled much to his loſſe to ſell a part of his Eſtate to raiſe the ſaid money 
which he hath already paid,the ſame being his L:dies Joynture,which ſhe parted with upon 
aſſurance to have other Lands ſetled by her Husband in lieu thereof, and for raiſing portions 
for her Daughters, which he was prevented to doe by his Death. 

That thereby he hath left two younger Daughters yet unmarried, and wholly unprovided 


for. | 
That he dyed indebted to ſeverall perſons by Bonds and other Specialties inthe ſumme of 


6000 1. 

That he had but an Eftate for his life in all or any part of his Lands, though ſome part ther- 
of was ſubject to a power of Revocation by his perſonall Act, (which he lived not to per- 
forme, and now by his Death the fame is rendred impoſſible tobe executed) yet that never- 


theleſſe was the cauſe he was Eined as Tenant in Fee ſimple. 
That upon Letters lately ſent from the Commiſſioners of Goldſmiths Hall to the Sub- 


Commiſſioners of L incolne to Reſequeſter the Eſtate of the ſaid Sir Zs: Haſſey (amongit 
others) for non-payment of the remainder of his Fine, they were pleaſed to certifiet 
Commiſſieners of Goldſmiths Hall, how that the ſaid Eſtate was now come tothe Poſſeſſion 
of the ſaid Ladies and their Children who were not liable to any Sequeſtration, and therſore 
did forbeare Sequeſtring,and deſired the further reſolution of the ſaid Conimiſſioners ther- 
in; But the ſaid Commiſſioners being not impowred to give any Relief tothe Petitioners, 


It is therefors humbly prayed, for the Reaſons before mentioned, That the Pars 
liament will pleaſe (they baving no bope of any Reliefe elſewbers) to give 
Order for the Remitment of the ſaid Remainder of the Fine. 
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
